Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Levin noted that in the Iwao ('008) reference that components 4 
and 7 were identical adhesive materials, while in the present invention, two different adhesive materials are shown and 
that the silicone based adhesive, if used alone, has been found to fail overtime. It has been found that use of the 
silicone adhesive together with a rigid-resin type adhesive, that is not silicone, overcomes this problem and the 
applicants discuss this at page 40 of their disclosure. The Examiner requested that this information be made of record, 
and that the distinction of two different adhesives be stressed in an amendment so that the present rejection is 
overcome. 
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
